{tors and writers of today are all mediocre. There 
is not one’ out of a hundred that will live in his- 
tory ten years after his own funeral. 

And where are your gréat statesmen? This 
country had many a century ago, and even half 
a century ago, but where are they now? Look 
into the Congress and the State Legislatures,. 
even into the Cabinet offices—do you call any 
of those things great statesmen? Or do you call 
them, Politicians and harbor a suspicion that the 
half of them are not’ even honest? 

It is an age of, money-getting, of industrial 
advanceemnt and of the grossest kind of material- 
ism. \ 

We have Captains of Industry\, now, inStead 
of those who excelled in ‘literathre, art or 
statesmanship. They will leave nofhing to the 
world when they ‘pass away, excepf from a mil- 
lion to a billion of dollars each fo heirs and 
lawyers to fight and scramble ovef, and all the 
rest of us are in a mad Sera ‘e to emulate 
their example and grab what we can ahd all we 
can. That: is materialism, and it is the same 
moble attribute that causes two snarling dogs. 
to fight each other to the death over a bone. 

We have no remedies; it is too deep for ‘us: 
but, believe that two things wwill help mightily— 
education and the ChriSstian religion. If any-. 
‘hing can do it, they will lead us out of the dark 
morass of modern materialism, a swamp miasma 
s0™poisonous and deadly that it places the dollar: 
even above the commands of Almighty God, and 
emiles:’sardonic: when millions are butchered that 
other ‘millions may™ possess what’ they’ relinquished 
with their last quivering gasp:
